Ouo ^reat beauty of tho city was its many 
trees that lined tho streets.

years before Rochester will recover its loss. 
As soon as tho cyclone had passed nnd tho 
people ia tho more favored jiortion or tho 
city besan to learii of tho damage, they went 
at once to loVver town to render what assist- 
ance they could, many working all night. 


A thousand people in this city are home- 


less and dependent upon tho charity of others 
for shelter and tho necessaries of Ufa 
The 


resources and sympathies of tho citizens aro 
taxed to the very utmost, and help is badly 
needed from abroad. 
An impromptu hospital has boon made in 
Kouiocl's hall. About forty pel-sons are be- 
in;; cared for by a volunteer corps of nurses. 
Tho damage in the city cnmiot bo less than 
$500,000, and in tho surrounding country an 
estimate is impossible. Fences are all gone, 
cattle injured and at largo, stacks of grain 
and hay have totally disappeared, and crops 
o£ com 
and potatoes aro beaten flat. 


The terrible list of casualties in this 
city comprises twenty-four persons lulled 
and at k'ast eighty wouuded, of whom tho 
names have not yet all boon received. Tho 
dead aro not ull identified. The storm swept 
through Dodge and Olmstod counties, caus- 
ing greater destruction than the cyclono of 
one mouth ago. The court house, high school 
building, Academy ot Lourd.es, elevators, 
depot, flouring mills, ten business blocks, be- 
sides a great many dwellings, aro unroofed. 
Tho Methodist church is ruined, aud tho 
Congregational church injured. More than 200 
dwellings are utterly destroyed. 
Losses in 


the county are very great. The condition of 
things in tho northern part of tho city defies 
description. 
A few splintered stumps and 


scattered boards remain to show whore tha 
Third ward was. The buildings in this part 
of tho city were mostly one-story frame 
houses, many of them without collurs, aud 
there was the greatest destruction of lifo. The 
mill and dwelling of L. Foxdro are a total 
loss, while tho immenso Zumbrota planing 
mill, John M. Cole, proprietor, is badly 
wrecked, huge pieces of tho building being 
torn out aud can-led off. Mr. Cole, who was 
in tho mill when the cyclono reached it, 
thinking his house a safer place, started for 
it, but had not gone twenty feet before ho 
was caught up by tho wind, carried a dis- 
tance of tight or ten rods, and dashed to the 
earth a mangled corpse. Tho residenccssouth 
of the railroad to Zuinbrota street, all suf- 
fered, losing roofs, windows and chimneys.
